Robert J. Krous, of near Woodbin**, 
York County, 
died 
T u esd ay evening 
in the W’est Sid** 
Sanitarium , York, 
of a fractured skull, internal injuries, 
and a broken leg,

hours* earlier, when the cable by which 
he was being hoisted to the top of 
a 
100-foot sm okestack broke and caused 
him to fall a distance 
of

feet to the top of a brick boiler casing 
and then 12 feet to the ground.

Besides the injuries th a t resulted in 
death he also sustained a fra ctu re 
of 
the nose, a three inch scalp wound, 
a 
laceration on the nose and a gash 
on 
the left cheek. 
W’ithin a few m i n u t e s a fte r the ac­ 
cident the injured man w*as being hur­ 
ried to York.

F ew persons, w rites .Tames Buckland 
in a report of th e S m ithsonian in stitu ­ 
tion, realize ixow enorm ous is the n u m ­ 
ber of Insect spc- lea or how amazing 
is their power ol multiplication.

number of insect species is greater by 
far than that of the species of ail other 
living creatu res com bined.

1500,000 have been described, and prob 
ably twice that number rem ain to be 
examined. Virtually all living animal!*, 
as well as most plants, supply food for 
these incomputable hordes. The feeuu 
dity of certain Insect forms is asto u n d ­ 
ing. 
Rliley once computed that the progeny 
of the hop aphis, which sees thirteen 
generations born to it iu a single year, 
would, If unchecked to the end of the 
twelfth generation, multiply to th e in ­ 
conceivable n u m b e r of ten sextillions 
of individual®. Supplementing th a t cal­ 
culation, 
l'o rb u ah says th a t if this 
brood were marshaled in line, ten to

light from the head of the procu-sion.

A human child, to

brat day of it* life 1.500 pounds of beef. 
T re uvelot, who made a ain’t btl study 
of the subject, affirms that the food 
taken by a single silkworm in fifty sis 
day* equals 80.000 times its original 
w eight at hatching. What destruction 
this one insect would cause if even a 
one-hundredth part of its eggs ever 
hatched! The facta show how great la 
the value to man of the Insect eating 
birds.
